They Still Speak 
Aramic, Language 
Used By Jesus 

In' the village of Ma’lula 
in Syria, where the houses 
of heavy native stone are 
tinted blue, one would hard¬ 
ly notice the passage of time 
since the birth of Christ, 
over 2000 years ago. Tlie 
people have changed little, 
in dre.ss and habits, and 
more importantly in their 
.‘-pooch. For it is hero in 
Ma’lula, as well as ui two 
other villagos in Sj'ria, .Tob- 
adoen and Bakhaa, that 
one can hear the Aramaic 
language Christ iu.sed during 
Hi.': life on earth. 

.\ramaic wa.s spoken, 
throughout ancient Pales¬ 
tine, a.nd the lands that arc 
.now Jordan, Ijchanon, Syria, 
so.uthem Turkey, and noith- 
er.n Iraq. But after tlie Ara'b 
conqaie.st of these lands in 
the seventh century, Ara¬ 
maic was gradually replaced 
by Arabic. In Syria, only 
ihose three villages, all i,n 
the Qalamon valley .not far 
from Damascus, have pre¬ 
served the ancient langi’.iage 
of Christ to the present day. 
The population numbers 
only a few thousand, two- 
fifths of titem Grc'ok Or 
thodox, anoth('r two-fift.hs 
Creel':, and the rest Moslem. 

Philologists -‘f the Uni¬ 
versity of Beirut tell us that 
while the Aramaic dialect 
of these three villages ha.s 
bec>.n intermixed with Ara¬ 
bic, th? villagers wendd have 
understood, and been ,un- 
derstc.od by, Christ a.ixl the 
people of Tlis time. 

Naturally, the people of 
Ma’lula are \"ei'>' preud of 
their Aramaic language and 
tako pains to keep it alive 
and flourishing. Many fam¬ 
ilies speak only Aramaic to 
their children until the 
youngslers are five years 
old and must go to scluxtl. 
where tliey learn Arabic, the 
national language. 

Outside Syria, Aramaic is 
spoken at Urmia, in Turkey 
... by the Chalde.an Catho¬ 
lics of Baitelle in .northern 
Irac) . . . ail'd by the villagers 
ef Malabar in soulhwc.stern 
India. And Aramaic is still 
u.sc'd in the liturgy of cei- 
tain churches which bega.n 
in the Middlp East, such a.s 
the Marion'ites and Syrian 
Oi thodox group.s.

One of the most pregnant (in this permissive age 
you can pardon the expression) comments on the Amon- 
can education scene was made recently in a report pub¬ 
lished in the San Francisco Examiner. Education writer 
Carl Irving opened his article with: 

“California’s big State University system is coming 
up with a revolutionary change; It is going to require 
that all of its students know how to write a sentence.” 

Irving’s amiable irony referred to the ‘‘stampede’ 
in recent years toward "objective” testing, “the kind 
where students check or puncli boxes and circle answers.” 

The writer points out that it all came to a head last 
year when at one of the then state colleges “one third of 
the freshmen became sophomores by passing such a test.” 
Pi’ofessors and trustees became concerned about pro¬ 
moting and graduating students who were proficient at 
chcK'king off answers, but untested in using the English 
language: It was discovered that graduation require¬ 
ments made it possible for students to graduate with¬ 
out taking a course or being examined in English. 

The i)ossibility did not, of course, exist at all cam 
puses, since a good i)roportion required some proved com- 
ix?tence in English comiiosition. But the existence of that 
possibility anywhere stirred efforts toward remedial action. 

Indifference toward the working knowledge of our 
t>a.sic language was spawned in the permissive years 
and has always been a puzzlement and a worry to old 
squares. It is reassuring to know that old values are 
having a renaissance in areas where they had been suf¬ 
fering neglect.

Assured of his second term by an im^wslng majorily 
of the nation’s voters, President Richard Nixon faces an 
impo.sing domestic task not made easier by those same 
voters’ ticket splitting. 

He must attempt to reduce aggressively an indicated 
deficit for fiscal 1973 of from $31 to $33 billion. Against 
an estimated revenues of $227 billion, Congress has ap¬ 
proved outlays expected to reach $2.58-$260 billion.
